WASHINGTON September 92.—The result of 
the circular issued today by the treasury, of- 
fering to buy four and a hajf and four per cent 
bonds at 108 4-10 and 125, respectively, was 
awaited with apprehension by the department, 
Throughout the day proposals to sell came in 
at intervals, but they were for small amounts, 
and it was with evident disappointment that 
the announcement was made, after 3 o'clock, 
that the aggregate of offers at the prices fixed 
py the department was but $674,700. That 
the proposition to purchase four per cent 
bonds at 125 was not generally regarded @s an 
inducement was inferred from the small offer- 
ing of $480,000 of these bonds. . 

But it appears that the temper of sellers had 
heen miscalculated, for laterin the day, and 
after the first announcement, additional ten- 
ders were received to the amount of 820,000, 
of which $500,000 were four and one-halfs and 
$9 290,000 fours. This raised the total of the 
day's purchases to $3,494,700, including $694,- 
7%) four and one-halfs and $2,800,000 fours. 
‘Taking into consideration the fact that the 
circular was issued today and that the public 
had not fully had time to become acquainted 
with its terms. financial officers of the treas- 
ury are pleased with the results. It was 
deemed best not to make public today the

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THE PROPOSITION DEFEATED. 


The L. and N. Wins the Fight in the Nash- 
ville Election. 

Nasnvitie, Tenn., September 22.—[Spe- 

cial.]— After the hottest campaign on record, 
the vote was taken in this county today on the 
proposition to subscribe half a million dollars 
to the Tennessee Midland Railroad company, 
and was defeated by a few votes. Five coun- 
try districts are not heard from, but it is not 
hoped that the majority can be such as to carry 
the proposition. 
@ Under the state law it requires three-fourths 
of the total vote cast to carry the subscription, 
and the vote, as far as reported, stands for the 
subscription 12,971, against 4,507. 

The total vote in the county is the heaviest 
on record by two or three thousand, due to the 
fact that employes of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system and the Nashville and Chattanoo- 
ga road came in by car loads and voted. Ne- 
gro road hands from Birmingham and all this 
side, from the Chattanooga road down as far 
as Bridgeport, and from the Louisville and 
Nashville even beyond Bardstown, came in 
yesterday, last night and today, and it is 
charged that these were voted against the pro- 
position. There was no bloodshed, but a good 
many little fights, and the day was much more 
quiet than expected. 

There will probably be another election call- 
ed, as the law provides that another election 
may be held after thirty days. The streets are 
full of people tonight, and there is much feel- 
ing over the failure of the proposition. Speak- 
ings at the Maxwell house and onthe square 
were very largely attended, and the speakers 
denounced the agents of the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad in unmeasured terms.

Appears in the Role of Counsel for a 
Georgia Widow. 

GREENVILLE, S. C., September 22.—[Spec- 
ial. |—The details of a sensational romance in 
real life were brought out here today in the 
hearing of a case before Judge Douthit, the 
judge of the probate court, in which two wo- 
men, one from Habersham county, Ga., the 
other of this county, appeared, and each 
claimed to be the widow of John Hughes, who 
was kiHed in this county last December by R. 
H. Jacob, the question being as to which of 
the two women had the legal right to rdminis- 
teron the estate. It appears that Hughes 
married the Georgia widow in 1868, lived 
with her seven years, then abandoned her 
and came to Greenville, and married the 
Greenville wife, who lived with him until he 
was killed, since which she has had his slayer 
convicted of manslaughter and sentenced to 
the penitentiary, and bas brought suit against 
him for ten thousand dollars damage. ‘The 
Georgia widow is now brought forward by 
Jacobs for the purpose of showing that the 
Greenville widow is not the legal wife, and 
therefore has no legal] right to bring action for 
damages. Further evidence will be heard . on 
the 30th inst. The Georgia widow was repre- 
sented by Colonel W.'C. Benet, the “Anxious 
Inguirer’’ in the famous controversy with Dr. 
Hawthorne.

VIRGINIA COUPON CASES, 


The United States Court Hear Two Injunc- 
tion Cases. 

RicHMOND, Va., September 22.—In_ the 
United States circuit court today, Judge Bond 
heard argument in several injunction cases 
now pending therein resulting from coupon 
litigation. These cases raise chiefly the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction of the United States circuit 
court to enjoin state ofiicers from carrying into 
execution an alleged unconstitutional law of 
the state, commonly known asthe ‘Coupon 
Crusher.’’ There were also two contempt 
cases set for a hearing today—that of B. Mc- 
Cabe, commonweakh’s attorney of London 
county, and John Scott, coummonwealti:’s at- 
torney of Fauquier county. These officers 
disobeyed Judge Bond’s a order 
heretofore granted, the latter wilfdlly, and 
their cases await a determination of the juris- 
dictional question. 

Ex-Governor D. H. Chamberlain, of counsel 
of foreign bondholders, made a speechgtoday, 
and Attorney+General Ayers argued in behalf 
of the state. The argument will be continued 
tomorrow. These are the most important 
cases ever heard in this court in coupon litiga- 
tion. 


DROPPED TH 
Strike of Carpenters on 
ings. 

New York, September 22.—About 200 men 
employed on forty buildings on 73d, 75th and 
76th streets, Boulevard and Eleventh avenue, 
struck this morning because six or seven 
plumbers, who are non-union men, being al- 
lowed to work after their discharge had been 
demanded. The walking delegate of the car- 
enters’ union, Bob Farrell, entered one of the 
rufidinnes-on 73d street and was arrested by de- 
tectives for trespassing. He was taken to Har- 
Jem police court and paroled in custody of his 
counsel. The strikers claim to number 1,000, 
but last Saturday’s. pay roll does not show more 
than about 200 names. The strikers quit work 
as soon as Farrell was arrested. 

The bricklayers quit because they could not 
get material to goon. There are about twen- 
ty-five men still working on the buildings, some 
of them union men. The contractor’s agree- 
ment provides for astrike, but he said he 
would put on new men as soon as possibile.

IRELAND'S STRUGGLE. 


More Troops Sent to Mitchelis- 
town. 


MR. DAVITT LEAVES FOR AMERICA. 


His Views on the Situation—The People Wil 
Hold Meetings Despite the Procla- 
mations—Other Foreign News. 


Loxpon, September 22.—A troop of huzzars’ 
a detachment of artillery and a large force of 
police have arrived at Mitchellstown. Magis- 
trate Eaton has issued a proclamation prohibit- 
ing the holding of any public meetings during 
the setting of the police court, stating that 
any meeting held in violation of this prohibi- 
tion will be forcibly dispersed. Copies of 
the proclamation have been served on John 
Dillon and Thomas P. Condon, home-rule 
member of parliament for East Tipperary, 
both of whom are now in Mitchellstown. Mr. 
Dillon has declared his willingness to address 
a public meeting and to repeat Mr. O’ Brien’s 
conduct in spite of the government. <A public 
meeting is being arranged to hear addresses 
from Messrs. Dillonand Condon. A conflict 18 
feared if the nationalists persist in carrying 
out their intentions. 

Michael Davitt sailed from Queenstown to- 
day for New York. Mr. Davitt says his visit 
to America is of a private nature and will be 
short. Before he left he wasinterviewed by an 
associated press reporter, to whom he said: © 

“The order for the suppression of the Irish 
national league will neither intimidate its 
members nor, in the least degree, set back the 
popular movement. It is simply impossible 
now to crush the movement. That 
would mean to put in rison three- 
fourths of the people of Ireland. The 
immediate outlook is gloomy in the extreme. 
I look with anxiety upon the coming winter, 
believing, as I do, that the action of the gov- 
ernment will provoke widespread disorder. If 
the 0 tamely submit to be deprived of the 
right of public meeting and the freedom of 
speech, they will show themselves unworthy 
of home rule. We must fight. We must make 
sacrifices for the principle of self government. 
I have already served nine years in prison. On 
returning to treland I have a good prospect of 
putting in more years in. prison. I 
believe every earnest nationalist is ready 
to do the same. I never found people 
readier to make a sacrifice for the 
national cause. I never knew of any people 
in the world more resolute to carry on a fight. 

“Tt would be infinitely more agreeable if we 
were enabled to continue the struggle in a 
peaceful, constitutional manner, but the tory 
government will not let us. <A policy of delib- 
erate exasperation has been determined upon 
by the Salisbury ministry. Upon them rests 
the responsibility for coming events. 

‘‘By far the worst feature of the situation is 
the government’s plan of resorting to the worst 
kind of coercion in the interests of landlords. 
They admit the present dual ownership ought 
to be abolished. They recognize that the ex- 
isting system is a complete failure yet the 
movement of the irish leaders to reform the 
land tenure is declared illegal and they thein- 
selves denounced as criminals.” 

United Ireland publishes the text of an 
ofticial circular issued by the Trish government 
to the police in 1880 respecting the line of con- 
duct they were to pursue with respect to league 
meetings. This circular directs that where 
government reporters attend such meetings, 
ofiicers in charge of the police present shall re- 
quest the chairman of meetings accommoda- 
tion for reporters on the platforms. If the re- 
quest be granted, the circular states that po- 
lice escorts, armed with batons, are unneces- 
sary. In view of this United Ireland accuses 
the government of breaking rule at Mitchells- 
town with the deliberate object of goading the 
people. 

A dispatch from Michellstown this after- 
noon states that Messrs. Dillon and Harring- 
ton have given pledges that no publie political 
meetings shall be held in Mitchellstown dur- 
ing the present trial. 

rhe weekly nationalist papers throughout 
Ireland publish the usual reports of proceed- 
ings of the various local branches of the league, 
despite the fact that under the terms of the 
new crimes act editors are liable to imprison- 
ment for publishing the reports, whiok teem 
with violent denunciations of the government. 

The lord mayor of Dublin has issued an ap- 
peal for funds to defend and sustain the large 
number-of political prisoners it is expected 
will soon be in jail under the coercion act. 

William J. Evelyn, (conservative) member 
of parliament for Deptford, threatens to resign 
his seat in the house of commons, rather than 
support the government’s cruel measures in 
Ireland. Mr. Smith, government leader in 
the house of commons, has written Mr. Evelyn 
a letter, promising that a full inquiry shall be 
made into the Mitchellstown affair. 

The deputation of English members of par- 
liament visited Youghal today, where they 
were welcomed by 7,000 persons. Several 
speeches were made, in which the speakers 
denounced the action of the police at Mitch- 
ellstown. A government reporter was present. 

Several English delegates delivered addresses 
at a meeting in Cork this evening; held under 
the auspices of the league, the mayor presid- 
ing. A small sum was charged for admission. 
and the proceeds will be devoted to the fund 
for the relief of the families of the victims of 
the affray at Mitchellstown.

Disastrous Railroad Wrecks of 
Yesterday. 


LARGE NUMBER KILLED AND WOUNDED 


Many Narrow Escapes—Doefective Air Brakes 
Causea Serious Accident—A Train 
Goes Down an Embankment. 


Kansas Crry, September 22.—A disastrous 
wreck occurred on the Gulf division of the 
Southern Kansas railroad, at Guthrie, four 
miles south of Purcell, Indian territory. A 
freight engine and a construction train col- 
lided while both were moving at a high rate of 
speed. The two engines and twelve freight 
cars were piled in a heap, and the list of killed 
and wounded is large. Engineer Charles 
Pearson, of the freight engine, was fatally 
crushed, and his fireman, Charles Stewart, 
seriously hurt. It is rumored that a large 
number of workmen were killed, but the de- 
tails are meager. Most reports say that ight 
to ten were killed or wounded. 

ALTOONA, Pa., September 22,—On the Hol- 
lidays branch railroad, this afternoon, a train 
of five freight and two passenger cars, when 
near Stiffers siding, where there isan em- 
bankment crore feet high, struck two 
cows, derailing the engine and three box cars. 
Engineer Howard Thomas jumped, but was 
struck by a flying rail and killed. The fireman 
went over the embankment with the engine, 
and although badly hurt will recover. None of 
the passengers were injured. 

Lima, Ohio, September 22.—A limited ex- 
| west bound, on the Pittsburg, Fort 

Vayne and Chicago road, crushed into an east 
bound express, seven miles east of here, this 
morning. The latter was trying to reach'a 
side track. The brakes on the west bound ex- 
press did not work. Engineer Glenn was seri- 
ously hurt by jumping. The tender of his en- 
gine was driven through a mail car.

A marked 
feasure of the reunion was the cordial welcome 
given by the veterans to Colonel Olm- 
stead, of Savannah, who was 
in command at Fort Pulaski when 
the Seventh Connecticut took possession 
of that fort after its surrender, and afterwards, 
when a battalion of the Seventh assaulted Fort 
Wagner, was in command of that fort and cap- 
tured Captain Chamberlain and about fifty of 
the assaulting battalion, who had mounted the 
parapet of the fort. Nothing could, be more 
cordial and hearty than General Hawley’s 
words of welcome to Colonel Olmstead, 
and the cheers which greeted tite ex-con- 
focany® during his patriotic and loyal 
spey#- Colonel Olmstead’s daughter, too, 
was “greeted with great applause, when 
introduced to the veterans. All the speakers 
showew that no feeling of bitterness toward 
their old antagonists was entertained, and the 
fraternization was complete, hearty and sin- 
cere. Colonel Olmstead, who once surrender- 
ed to the Seventh, and afterwards captured a 
number of them, and the surviving veterans, 
are now the best of friends, and pledged to 
fight together for the common union hereafter. 
The veterans commissioned Colonel Olmstead 
to send friendly messages in their behalf to 
the First Georgia. '

En 
gineer Penney of No. 11 train was going east, and 
at about 8 o'clock, the time of the fall, was at Vea- 
sie. He says the sky was ofa bluish tint, lasting 
several seconds. Trainmen from St. John, Calais, 
and points along the New Brunswick railway also 
saw the illumirator. At McAdam, Which is only a 
railway /uuction, is located a depot, in whichisa 
dining room. When the stone struck the thud was 
plainly felt, the dishes being shaken from the 
shelves. From the description it would seem that 
the stone was pointed atthe end proc<eing from 
the ground, and large atthe buried part. As the 
hca’ prevents a close examination, ;arties have to 
be content with a distant view.

Soap and glycerine 
are much improved since I studied their come 
position. Had it not been for my invention, 
your salons would still be lighted by tallow 
dips and not by wax candles. Natural industry 
owes thousands of discoveries to my brain, but 
I have never taken out a patent on any of my 
inventions, so that fortunes have come te 
others rather than to me.”’

It is a ques- 
tion that cannot be kept back, because it is in 
the interest of humanity. It is a matter that 

als directly to to the heart and conscience, 
and should be carefally considered. 

Mr. Harrison, of Quitman, opposed the bill. 
“The argument has made,”’ he said, ‘‘on 
the basis that it operated on factories alone. 
Under this bill a father cannot make his own 
child work. I am opposed to interfering with 
the rights and duties of parents.” 

Mr. Way—*‘I am heartily in favor of this bill. 
I favor the reconsideration because the bill 
is right. It is not an argument to say that the 

_gource of the bill was from the labor organi- 
zations, and to take up the old cry, “there is 
dynamite in it.’’ The question 1s, 1s it right? 
And if it be rightit should be made a law, no 
matter what its source. It has been argued 
that it interferes with the parental power and 
control of the child and distgpbs the fixed prin- 
ciples upon this question, in existence for 
5.000 vears. Bat I turn to the law of the state 
and 1 find in our statutes a venalty upon a 
father for the abandonment of his child. I 
find a penalty upon the parent for cruelty to 
his child. It could just as well be argued that 
these laws interfere with that absolute control 
ef the child which WS — of the ‘bill 
say the parent should havé. 

“What more hineous form of cru- 
elty could be practiced upon a 
child by the parent than by consigning 
it toa place within the dark and unwholesome 
walls of acotton factory at this tender age, 
shut out from God's pure air and sunlight, 
there to waste away the energies of the mind 
aud body and the days of youth. and grow into 
a dwarfed manhood and womanhood, which is 
attended by an enfeebled body and intelli- 
gence, by diseases, by ghastly con- 
sin ption, and = all the ilis that 
fiesh is heir to. Can any harsher or more 
hideous method of cruelty be imaged than this ? 
And vet all these facts, which are demonstrat- 
ed and made conclusive by every respectable 
authority inthe world upon this subject, is 
met by saying that it isan innovation of the 
old-time principle of absolute parental con- 
trol. Yes, and it was a principle in our social 
life, for thousands of years, that the wife was 
utterly subservient to the will of her husband. 
She could even be beaten and whipped by him 
at hia will and pleasure! 

‘Let us remember that these poor, weak, 

ehng children, are citizens of our state. 

owever young they may be, and whatever 
may be their disabilities so far as the right of 
énffrage and to hold office they are still citi- 
zens of the state.

Old settlers 
now speak of walking four or five miles to 
town when they were bovs, and climbing on 
the house-tops to watch these fights, 
which they knew would be sure to 
come off. Many stories have been 
told of those rongh days when the hearty set- 
tiers enjoyed such fan.

The State as a Railroad Monopoly. 
From the Albany, Ga., News. 


That the state’s ownership of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad stands in the way of 
another railroad enterprise in the state, and is 
likely to be held by the legislature as an obsta- 
cle to other railroad enterprises that may ap- 
ply for charters, suggests the wisdom and jus- 
tice of the sale of the road, so as to get the 
state out of the railroad business, as soon as 
practicable. 

The policy of the legislature—with reference 
to all other railroads in the state, at least has 
been to prohibit monopolies and encourage 
competition. In order to maintain that policy 
the railroad commission was inaugurated, and 
charters have been freely granted to all the 
railroads that have applied to the legislature, 
for the encouragement of competition, until a 
charter for the exteusion of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad was applied for. 
At present the Marietta and North 
Georgia road is regarded as 
a ‘‘feeder’’ tothe State road, and it is under- 
stood that if it is extended as contemplated by 
those applying for a new or amended charter, 
it will become a competing line, to some ex- 
tent, with the State road. Now, this would 
be all right ifthe Western and Atlantic rail- 
road belonged to private parties or some ‘‘soul- 
less corporation ;’’ but because it is the state’s 
property the legislature has seen fit to deny 
chartered rights to a competing line. 

This is certainly very inconsistent upon the 
part of the legislature. It is even worse than 
inconsistent. In refusing the charter for 
which the Marietta and North Georgia road 
has applied, the legislature places the state 
before the world in the light of a railroad mo- 
nopolist, using the legislative power to choke 
off competition. This is not right, it is all 
wrong. The state of Georgia has as little right 
to be a railroad monopolist as anybody, and if 
the state’s ownership of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad is to influence the legislature in 
the matter of granting charters to other roads, 
then the sooner the state sells its railroad and 
retires from the railroad business the better.

The Revenue Laws Again, 
In his communication printedin these 


columns, Marshal Nelms appears to be la- 
boring under the impression that Tur Con- 
STITUTION is engaged in an effort to hold 
bim responsible, not only for the injustice 


taken. He is no more responsible for the 
law than Tur ConsrirTvuTion. He is respon- 
sible only for the enforcement of the law in 
his revenue district. He has no power to 
modify or repeal the s) Ilis 
are concerned solely with the prompt and 
vigorous enforcement of the terms of the 
law. 

As we have statedin these columns, his 
administration of the duties of his office is 
@ great improvement over that of his repub- 
lican predecessor. But the law itself isa bad 
one. It is esseatially a war measure, and it 
was framed to meet the rough-and-tumble 
emergencies of a period of strife and confu- 
sion. Consequently the law itself isa bad 
one, and if it is enforced, as it must be, in- 
justice necessarily follows. Marshal Nelms 
is a humane man, but he can no more con- 
trol the operations of the law, if he does his 
duty, than he can contro] the phases of the 
moon. Hecan mitigate, tosome extent, 
the rigors of its enforcement, and this, we 
think, he has undoubtedly done. 

The democratic party, and not Marshal 
Nelms, is responsible for the continued 
existence of the excise laws, and if they are 
mot repealed or considerably modified by 
pongress, the voters of the country will not 
hesitate to call the party toaccount. In 
these piping times of peace there is no room 
on our statute book for a law that is essen- 
tially Russian in its operation. 

In his communication, Marshal Nelms 
appears to be laboring under the serious 
misapprehension that to attack the law is to 
atiack those who execute it. He also makes 
a mistake in saying that THe Cownsrirv-

An Insurance Decision. 

The supreme court of Massachusetts has 
rendered a decision which is of interest to a 
large number of life insurance policy hold- 
ers. In the case of Pierce against the t- 
able Life Assurance society, the court held 
that the holder of a matured tontine policy 
is not a member of the life insurance €or- 
poration, and that ‘the cannot be compelled 
to accept in satisfaction of his claim what- 
ever in the way of profits the company sees 
fit to tender him.”’ 

The decision declares the holder of ama- 
tured tontine policy is a ereditor with’ the 
right to ‘‘demand of the company @ state- 
ment that it has fulfilled its share in the 
contract, and has allotted to him his proper 
amount of interest and dividend.” 

The tontine system, as generally practiced 
by life insurance companies, has enabled 
them to make such allotment of profits as 
they saw fit. If the decision of the Massa- 
chusetts supreme court should be affirmed 
and enforced, everywhere insurance com- 
panies would be compelled to account for all 
the receipts and expenditures of their ton- 
tine business.

Scinda is no spasmodic agitator. She 
commenced her crusade several years ago, 
and her converts are steadily growing in 
numbers. It is not likely that she will sue- 
ceed tn building up any very powerful sect, 
but her success is suggestive. The colored 
people are easily influenced-on the religious 
side of their nature. They are superstitious, 
and are on the look-out for new dispensa- 
tions, new miracles and the end of the 
world. 

It is possible that some unexpected relig- 
ious craze will one of these days solve, or at 
least complicate, the alleged race problem. 
A prophet, a new E] Mahdi, may make his 
appearance at any time, and lead the negroes 
out of the country. Any sober effort. to 
colonize so many people would appear to be 
impracticable, but a religious craze may 
some day accomplish what would have se- 
verely taxed the energies and resources of 
our government. Possibly a gifted Scinda 
will arise and call upon the negroes to trans- 
fer themselves to a promised land in Mexico 
or Central America. Once let the craze get 
a good start, and it would be impossible to 
stop it. The negroes would sell out their 
possessions for a song, or abandon them in 
order to join the procession.

ATLANTA, Ga., September 22, 1887.— Editors 
Constitution: 1 read in to-lay’s ; aper, your account 
of the arrest of those two young men last night, by 
police, because they were supposed to have a flask 
of whisky. Where has a more high handed outrage 
of law been committed in this city? It is written in 
the constitution of this state that “no person shal! 
be deprive of life, liberty or property except by 
due process of law.”’ “The right of the people to 
be secure in their persons, houses, pr pers and effects 
against unreasonable searches and seizures shall 
not be violated.”’ 

These principles of liberty had their origin in the 
Magna Charta, that the people torced from King 
John, 

These principles are the foundation of English 
liberty, and are the great keystones of our govern- 
ment. In England they are cherished, and no vio- 
lation, however small, wonld be permitted for an 
insiant. But that government has taken away 
these rights from the Irish, and the whole civilized 
world, including Atlanta, bas risen up and de- 
nounced her conduct in tones that thundered. No 
words have been to strong to express the indigna- 
tion of free people for such usurpation of funda- 
mental rights. 

What have the people of Atlantato say of the 
conduct of those two burly policemen, who ar- 
rested the two young men last uight for 
the purpose of searching them,—-not that they had 
stolen anything, or were ‘‘suspects,’’ but that 
evidence might be obtained to conviet others, 
These two young men were to be humiliated by an 
arrest, and marched to police headquarters to be 
searched, without a warrant and for nocrime. To 
be treated like felons in orderto get evidence to 
convict others of an offense totally disconnected. 

Such conduct is an outrage in violation of law 
and the policy of our government. Nor is this the 
hundredth. Perhaps it

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THE CONVICT INQUIRY. 


U.S. Marshal.Nelms Gives Impor- 
tant Evidence, 


ee 


AND IS FOLLOWED BY ‘BONDURANT. 


The Result of the Convict Investigation 
Yesterday, Who Testified, and What 
Evidence Was. Given. 

The convict inquiry was resumed yesterday 
morning at 9:30 a. m., all the counsel and the 
respondents being in their usual places. 

The court, without any loss of time, imme- 
diately went to work and completed Captain 
James's testimony by placing in evidence & 
letter that had been objected to the day be- 
tore. 

The matter came up in this manner: 

Mr. Hill said that counsel! for the state had 
withdrawn their opposition to the mntroduction 
of Geo. T. Jackson's letter to Hon. Jamics 
Schofield upon the subject of pay between him 
ana lessee T. J. James. Mr. Hill read the 
letter in full, the same being published in THE 
CONSTITUTION yesterday. 

The Defense Have Other Documents, 

Judge Hopkins said that yesterday they in- 
troduced a number of appointments of whip- 
ping bosses.

THE DIFFICULTY BETWEEN STARNES AND

Witness related the slight tronble that arose 

between Starmes and Joplin, and made ar- 
rangements by which Joplin could take ebarge 
of the farms, leaving me to take charge of the 
brickyard. I bougnt supplies upon requisition 
of agent. They were well supplied always. 
Shoes were always furnished when requested 
by Lowe's agent, In the summer there was 
but little necessity for shoes for those working 
in brickyard ; free laborers generally took them 
off.

“I NEVER REFUSED TO COMPLY WITH ORDERS 
made by Mr. Lowe and the superintendent.

Do not reeollect having any conversa- 
tion with Starnes about it.”’ 

Witness was here asked some questions by 
Judge Hillyer in regard to the 
punishment of convicts, Bondurant 
said he was temporarily appointed 
whipping boss during Starnes’s sickness ; pun- 
ished three men during the time. Never at 
any other time bunished in any way @ convict. 

Vitness said that he did say something 
about being informed that Starnes had been 
misappropriating articles at the camp.

_mon-v:jien men; that on the — day of Septem- 


ber, iss’, did employ one D. Hirschfield; 


' who wes and is a non-union man. 


A request, in which petitioner joined, was 
presented to J. A. Anderson, who is and was 
the business manager of said firm, by a repre- 
sentative of said organization, that members 
of the organization then in the employ of de- 
fendant would enter upon a strike unless their 
request was carried out in compliance with said 
agreement. 

This was ignored by Mr. Anderson, and, it 
is alleged, that for the purpose of gratifying 
his (J. A. Anderson’s) private malice and hu- 
iniliating petioner, ordered a policeman to ar- 
rest Kiosky and take him tothe stationhouse. 
While the prisoner was at dinner at the Camp- 
bell house, in the presence of numerous per- 
sons, he was arrested and taken to the station- 
house In compliance with Anderson’s request, 
and but forafriend who came to his rescue and 
put up collateral as security for his appearance, 
he would have been locked up. The charge 
was disorderly conduct and quarreling, and 
upon the trial before Sthe recorder the case 
was dismissed.

THE BALLOON ASCENSION AND RACES, 


A Lady Aerenaut—A Five Thousand Foot 
Jump—A Race in the Clonds, 

There is nothing like a balloon for thrilling 
acrowd. Fo see a great inflated monster re- 
leased and flying into the skies from two to 
five miles high, and carrying a human being, 
is a sight that draws a crowd, and thrills it. 

The balloon ascensions at the exposition will 
cover every feature éf ballooning. The eon- 
tract has been closeg with Professor Carl Myers 
of Mohawk, New York, the best aeronaut in 
the country. He will bring three balloons 
with him, and generate hydrogen gas on the 
growml, so that there cannot be failure or acci- 
dent. The following are the features of the 
bailoon ascension: 

1. Mile Carlotta, who has made one hun- 
dred and seventy-nine ascensions, will go up in 
her own balloon, “Flying Cloud.”’ She will 
stand in asmall wicker basked attached to 
the balloon. She is the most famous aeronaut 
in the world, and her adventures have made 
thrillmg chapters in the American press for 
the past five years. 

2. Del Dare, aeronautic gymnast, will as- 
cend with his balloon hanging to a trapez sus- 
pended from the car. On this he will perform 
the most difficult feats at a height of five thou- 
sand feet. 

3. The parachute jump will be made. This 
is the most miraculous feat ever performed. It 
has been done in America tive times. The 
aeronaut will jump from the balloon at a 
height of five thousand feet, holding a para- 
umbrella 
which will break the force of his fall to the 
earth and land him in safety. 

4. A balloon race tothe clonds. Mile. Car 
lotta and Del Dare will each haye a balloon, 
will start at the discharge of a pistol for the 
clouds, and it will be a race as to which shall 
first reach the height of seven thousand feet, 
registered by an instrument in the balloon. 
All other races will pall in interest when com- 
pared to this race through the clouds. It will 

eéimmensely exciting. These features the 
exposition directors have securéd for the 
amusement of visitors. The balloon ascen- 
sions will oecur during the first week of the 
exposition, and will attract the people by tens 
of thousands. 


A Good Old Georgia County. 

Mr. C. H. Wels, who will arrange the Put- 
nain county exhibit at the exposition, has just 
returned from Eatonton. He says: 

“Putnam will startle the public. No man 
will believe the variety of the products of that 
county, except by actual sight. They will 
have on exhibition thirty varieties of grasses 
and ninety varieties of grains. They will show 
every fruit that can be grown. They make an 
exhibit of all the nuts grownin the county 
from. chinquepins up. hey show every egg 
laid in the county, from a humming-bira’s to 
a goose’s. They will have a house made of 
native grasses. They will exhibit seven or 
eight hundred pounds of butter ina tray forty 
feet long, topped with plate glass. ‘They wiil 
have 600 jars of fruits and jellies. In fact, to 
look at their exhibit will make a man want to 
live in their county.” 

‘How large will their exhibit be ?”’ 

“The depot is already filled with it, so is 
the Masonic hall. It will take eight cars to 
bring it, perhaps ten. They wantan acre of 
ground on which they will put up a typical 
farm, with several houses inhabited by ne- 
groes at werk on ox yokes, and horse collars 
from shucks, and baskets and chair bottoms 
from willow slips, showing the makeshifis of 
this people. They will exhibit tires, wheels, 
and spokes, and everything made on the farm. 
They will show twenty-five bales of native hay 
of different varieties. 1t will be the grandest 
county exhibit ever yet made at any exposi- 
tion. The other counties may equal it in Oc- 
tober, but it has never been equaled yet.”

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Produce. 


Special to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, September 22—The wheat crowd today 
were very much exercised at the opening because 
arrivals of spring wheat are gradinglow. This fact, 
in addition to heavy covering of shorts late yester- 
day, made a very stiff opening. As the day ad- 
vanced the crowd got nervous, and the scalpers were 
disposed to be bearish, but whenever the market got 
down a little there was such good buying of the cash 
article that they covered speedily. Favorable cables 
were somew bat counteracted by a total lack of clear- 
ances at New York. The ageregate receipts at 12 
points were 527,000 bushels; shipments 272,000 bush- 
els. The market showed signs of decline about the 
middle of the morning session after opening at clos- 
ing prices, At the noon hour some local douses be- 
gan to purchase December quite freely, when there 
was another effort, with many to cover shorts. New 
Yorkers were also known to be buyers. When De- 
cember reached 73c there were a lot of stop orders. 
A bullish feeling kept prices moving up for half an 
hour, when there was a slight reaction, making the 
closings about 44¢ under the best point touched for 
the session. 

Corn was easier in sympathy with the weakness in 
New York, due to the belief that about four million 
vushels were now on their way there. Another ele- 
ment wasthe large arrivals here, and it was rumored 
that the railroads were considering a further reduc- 
ticn in corn freights from the Missouri river points, 
When wheat firmed up corn also went up g little, 
shorts covering on any indication of strength. The 
opening was about the same as the closing prices of 
yesterday, and under offerings declined 34@ \c, later 

ruled firm, advancing 44@%c, then ruled steady 
and closed a shade easier than yesterday. 

Oats were very tame, and fluctuations were so in- 
significant that no material change was quotable. 

Provisions were weaker, but business was. moder- 
ately large. Receipts of hogs were liberal, and 
prices were lower. Holders of products were more 
inclined to sell, but buyurs operated sparingly, and 
the result was a decline of 10¢e on pork, 2c on lard 
and 244@7'4c op short ribs.

Able Arguments on Both Sides—The Bill 
in Full—Some War of Words and 
Interesting Scenes. 


The agony is over. . 

The senate, on yesterday, passed the substi- 
tute for what has become known as the Glenn 
dil}. 

The fact that there would prebably be some 
discussion npon the bill was stated in yester- 
day’s Constitution and the result was seen 
in the presence of quite a number of interet- 
ed spectators. There were several professors 
from Clark university, Mr. Sessions of Atlanta 
university, Rev. Mr. Kent, the missionary, 
whose « hildren have been in attendance upon 
Storr’s school, several negro preachers and ed- 
iters, and a number of others. 

Mr. Glenn was upon the floor of the senate, 
in consultation with several of the senators. 
The two colored members of the house were 
also there, and different state officers were in- 
terested spectators. 

It was 10:33 a. m. when house committee 
bill No. 514, being the special order, wascalled 
up. 

' Some Amendments. 

Mr. Butt moved to amend the substitute of 
the bill by striking out the third section.

Senator Wright favored the bill as originally 
introduced in the house and was, therefore, 
against the senate substitute.

THE BILL NOT NECESSARY.'S 

‘Ts the original bill necessary? I claim that 
itis not. There is notin Georgia (and be it 
said to their credit) a single negro applying 
for admission in the white sthools. The bill 
might properly be entitled ‘a bill to be entitled 
an act to put into the chaingang A, B and OC, 
who are teachers at Atlantauniversity.’ That’s 
what the bill was framed for. The men pro- 
posed to be punished are the men teaching 
their own children. It may be that they are 
unable to educate their children elsewhere— 
we don’t know; and it may bethat they are 
cranks or fanatics.

This case comes under a different provision of 
the constitution, that referring tothe social 
status of the citizen.

Pass a Pleasant Day at the Foot 
of Kennesaw. 


PICKING UP RELICS OF THE WAR 


The Odor of the Barbecue Lends Flavor to 
the Scene—The Work For the 
Day Ahead of the Firemen. 


An old time Georgia barbecue at the foot of 
historic Kennesaw mountain! . 

It was at once novel and delightful to the 
visiting fire chiefs, their wives and daughters. 

It was not such a barbecue a8 Longstreet in 
the “Georgia Scenes’’ so graphically described. 

It was one of those modern luxurious forest 
feasts that was not dreamt of in Longstreet’s 


philosophy. 

“J had a large time,” suggestively remarked 
Judge McCool last night. 

“It has been the happiest Sday of my life,” 
said a winsome young lady from New Orleans. 

“Tt was just too awfully nice for anything,’’ 
observed a lady from Massachusetts. 

‘‘Yes,” added a charming young belie from 
Brooklyn, “it has certainly been a most de- 


lightful occasion.”’ 
Such expressions were heard in all the cars 
as the train was rattling home. 
How the Day Was|Spent. 


Before 8 o’clock yesterday morning the car- 
shed was a scene of animation. The Capital 
band had already begun playing and the dele- 
gates and their wives and daughters were hur- 
rying toward the waiting train. A train was 
made up consisting of seven passenger coaches. 
The committee of transportation was early on 
the ground, looking after the comfort of the 
excursionists. A number of prominent citi- 
zens, especially invited, began arriving. The 
crowd increased rapidly until nearly 400 peo- 
ple were seated in the coaches. At 8:30 
o’clock the excursion party was moving to- 
ward Marittia. In less than an hour that 
town was passed, and at the end of the hour 
the train had come toa halt at the base of 
Kennesaw mountain. The pasaengers soon dis- 
embarked and proceeded toward the grove 
where the barbecue was to be given 
The band played a march as the crowd 
started to make the ascent to the wood at the 
base of the promontory. Soon the musicians 
had toabandon their horns and utilize all 
their wind in walking toward the rendezvous. 
The place was reached in about ten minutes. 
And what a picturesque spot it was! No more 
suitable place could have been chosen. There 
was a grove of trees which afforded plenty of 
shade and a well which supplied an abundance 
of cold water. This crystal liquid was not 
used, however, to any great extent, for up 
came two wagons containing forty kegs of iced 
beer, the best ‘‘Budweiser.’’ and in a few 
minutes there was an abundance of ice cold 
lemonade. These beverages were patronized 
with avidity all day long, and the supply of 
liquids served seemed never to give out. 

The band at short intervals played sprightly 
selections suited to the occasion, and the pleas- 
ure seekers disported themselves in a gréat va- 
riety of ways. Many of them, from the north, 
who had never seen cotton growing, hurried 
info a patch white with the fleecy staple, and 
ea¢h one came away bearing a stalk in hand 
— will be taken home as souvenirs. 

n the party were not a few veterans of the 
federal army, old soldiers who had trod this 
soil before during the days of war. They ea- 
gerly sought for spots familiar tothem. Every 
rifle pit, every embankment and breastwork 
was examined. A search was made for war 
relics and many lucky finds rewarded the 
searchers. Old rusty pieces of bombs, broken 
parts of muskets, minnie balls, fragments of 
shell, cannister, parts of worn-out bayonets— 
these were seized upon with avidity, and treas-

AN INTERESTING PAPER. 

The Hon. Thomas O’Connor, chief of the 
fire departinent of New Orleans, presented to 
the convention a paper of singular merif. His 
theme was “The advantages and disadvan- 
tages of iron shutters on buildings.’’ In illus- 
tration of the factsinvolved in his excellent 
address he used a large mechanical drawing 
of a five-story store front, with a simple device’ 
for opening the shutters of any story by the 
simple jerk of awire on the ground floor just 
inside the front door. 

“The chief gave a full explanation of the 
drawing, which met with great favor by the 
members of the convention. 

As this subject matter is of the greatest im- 
portance to all cities where iron shutters are 
used on large buildings, and one in which un- 
derwriters are materially interested, the topic, 


as submitted, is given in full below: 

ATLANTA, Ga., September 22, 1887.—To the Presi- 
dent and Members of the National Association of 
Fire Engineers—Geutlemen: In compliance with 
the request of your executive commiitee who as- 
signed to me the duty of presenting to this bcdy a 
paper on the subject of iron shutters; their advan- 
tages and disadvantages, I beg leaye to ‘submit the 
fol.owing: 

The us2 of iron shutters for stores in our large cities 
still furn’shes food for argument and is as yet an un- 
settled question. 

Their advantages and disadvantages are placed in 
the scale andthe balance vibrates perceptibly as 
facts are adduced for or against. The advocates of 
their disuse urge the great difficulty encountered in 
their prompt openinz, the hiding of the in- 
cipient fire in the interior of the building; 
the undue accumulation of smoke .nl all the 
concomitants that favor the spread and ucadway of 
an ungbserved tire. On the other hand the original 
friends of the iron skutter contend that the protec- 
tion afforded from the outside heat is a fuil offSet to 
the interior danger quoted. Your own familiarity 
with the subject in your different departments ren- 
d-sit unnecessary to recari‘ulate the arguments 
held oa the :uvject, leaving me simply but to utter 
my individual views as to a compromire in their 
use, 

The solution ofthe subject in my opinion rests 
upon the practical arrangement which would admit 
of their use, and at the same time eradicate any pos- 
sible fear of delay in opening the shutter at the re- 
quired moment. 

The simple attachment ofasystem of wires run 
through pulleys from the upper ceiling of each story 
where they are connected to levers properly con- 
structed to move the lock pin, said wire to exteud 
to the lower story, just inside of the front doors 
within easy reach ofthe firemen, so that by a jerk 
of the wire the shutter flics open, is what is desired. 
In the course of improvements we find that inven- 
tors whcse attention has been engrossed in the all- 
important maticr of devising meansto open iron 
shutters, have designed devices which operate au- 
tomatically; the heat within the building being the 
motive or acting power which operates the same. 

In my opinion it will not do to depend upon an 
automatic, self-acting contrivance to operate upon 
the shutter, for experience seems to determine that 
full reliance cannot be placed upon it to always 
respond to the condition requisite for its action; but 
the wires songs within the reach of the fireman, 
and under his manipulation immediately becomes 
an “open sesame.’ Very respectfully submitted.

Chief Sexton, of 8t. Louis. 
THE ADVENTURES, OF AN INTREPID OFFICER 
ON TWO NOTABLE OCCASIONS. 

‘There is one man in attendance upon the 
firemen’s convention,” said an Atlanta man 
yesterday, ‘‘whois the embodiment of all that 
the words fearlessness and nerve imply. His 
name is H. Clay Sexton, and he is chief of the 
fire department of St. Louis, Mo. 

‘The particular oceasion of which I speak,”’ 
continued the narrator, ‘‘was during the bridge 
fire at East St. Louis. I think it was in the 
winter of 1874 and the time about 10 o’clock at 
night. A party of us were atthe People’s the- 
ater, where Sothern was playing an engage- 
ment, the play being ‘Lord Dundreary.’ So- 
thern was repeating the old gag, ‘Can you wag 
your left ear, in his inimitable way, when the 
tap of the fire bell was heard. Now, this ex- 
egy seldom failed to bring down the house, 
yut in this instance it fell flat, no doubt owing 
to the anxiety of the audience. i 

‘As soon as the alarm was located our party 
left the theater and proceeded to the foot of 
Washington street, where it could be plainly 
seen that the eastern approach of the St. Louis 
bridge was on fire. It is a double bridge, the 
footway, street car tracks and wagon road, as 
you might call it, being on top, with the rail- 
road tracks underneath, For some reason 
Sexton was late in arriving at the fire, and 
we had reached the middle of the bridge when 
we heard the tremendous clatter of a horse’s 
feet and rumbling of 
moment he was upon us, and it looked to me 
as if the horse he was driving was without 
legs, so fast was he going. Another moment 
and he was gone. 

‘By the the time Sexton reached the Illinois 
side of the bridge about 1,500feet of fit was 
on fire, making it impossible to get across ex- 
cept by a stairway which is used by the foot 
passengers. Brisk running soon brought our 
party to the other side, and there a sight met 
my gaze which will always elicit the admira- 
tion of all who like to look on exhibitions of 
bravery. Standing on top of the railing which 
ruys along the outside of the bridge, sur- 
rounded by flames and smoke which 
at times enveloped him, without 
any support whatever, with nothing 
to hold on to by his hands, was Sexton, with 


firemen below, a distacce of over a hundred 
feet. Unmindful of his own danger, that his 
life was in jeopardy, but having at heart the 
interests of others, this brave man remained at 
his post until lhe fire was gotten under control, 
It was a terrible position to be in, and none but 
the coolest and most fearless of men could 
have accomplished what Sexton did on that 
fearful night. 

‘Another instance of his daring was the 
ordering of four fire engines,which had crossed 
on the ferry from St. Louis, and had landed on 
the upper part of the bridge, to come through

Are Stolen and Descriptions Are
